Philadelphia Memory: There 
was an afternoon breeze blowing 
across Independence Square.

.~ The sun shafts 
cut through it, warming the tan 
and brown trunks of the Plane 
trees, which are akin to the Amer- 
ican Sycamores. The frequent 
benches were occupied. One noted 
that old men sat on those which 
were in the sun, letting it warm 
their old bones and memories. 
On one a filthy, ragged man, his 
face flushed a deep red and un- 
healthy with bloat, snored in a 
drunken stupor. Still other occu- 
pants of benches read books, 
wrote letters, or just sat with that 
look seen so often on the faces of 
those driven to parks by loneli- 
ness and the monotony of their 
lodgings. 


A fountain played. There is a 
curving memorial of stone dedi- 
cated to the memory of ‘the un- 
known men who had been buried 
there almost two centuries ago. 
An older and darker stone told 
the story. It said it, too, was 
raised in behalf of those prisoners 
of war who had died in Philadel- 
phia jails of wounds and disease 
during the British Occupation of 
1777-78. 


History 


One stands before the stone and 
lets his reading of history come 
to mind. The British General Howe 
brought his troops into the city 
in the autumn of 1777. Many of the 
city’s 30,000 residents who re- 
mained were British sympathizers. 
The War of the Rebellion was, in 
a very real sense, a Civil War. 
Vindictive, bitter actions early be- 
came a feature of the fighting. 
The sick and wounded in Phila- 
delphia’s jails could not expect 
much consideration. When they 
died, they were shoveled uncere- 
moniously into the earth. 


One thinks, too, on Independence 
Square, of Benedict Arnold. Some 
of his greatest glory was earned 
in the long months of fighting 
around Philadelphia. This was the 
winter the long suffering began 
at Valley Forge. 


Not all the story is good to re- 

ll—some merchants refused to 
sell beef and supplies to the army; 
others raised their prices and de- 
manded gold; farmers took their 
produce into Philadelphia to sell 
for hard money. The country was 
well-off while the soldiers starved 
and suffered. Even British offi- 
cers, comfortable in Philadelphia, 
left ugly comments on how badly 
the American people treated their 
Army. Hundreds of soldiers went 
home in disgust. Perhaps a hun- 
dred officers resigned. But Wash- 
ington, though near despair, held 


on. 


No Weaklings 


General Howe made merry in 
the city with wine, a mistress, 
theatricals, dances, huge dinners 
and charades. But the army which 
survived Valley Forge had no 
weaklings in it. 


For one standing on Independ- 
ence Square, the years seemed 
to stretch much farther back in 
time than to 1777-78. 


A middle-aged woman, her face 
thin and severe, was reading a 
newspaper whose headlines spoke 
of the crisis in Berlin. Berlin hung 
over America like a miasma, 


In 1777-78, Berlin and the Hohen- 
zollerns were recovering from 
the exhaustion of the Seven Years 
War. It is, for,us, one of the 
ironies of history that it was Rus- 
sia, led by Catherine The Great, 
who was then of great assistance 
to the American rebels. To 
Europe's powers the effort of the 
colonists to escape colonialism 
was a side show which gave them 
opportunity to harass England. 
They all joined in an effort to 
pull her down. The British Navy, 
fighting on seven seas, Was s0 
over-extended that in 1780 there 
was no longer effective control 
of the English Channel. The in- 
trepid John Paul Jones’ raids on 
the English coasts were thereby 
made possible. 


It was not then feasible for 
George Washington to strike a 
great blow. He had to be content 
with raids, retreats, evasive strat- 
egies, and to wear and wait out 
destiny and events. 


That is what we must do in 
1961 — and maybe for years to 
come. We also will need patient 
resolve.

Prime Minister Nehru 


Red Berlin 
Upheld

NEW DELHI — Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru made clear 
Wednesday that he felt East Ger- 
many had a legal right to close 
the border between East and 
West Berlin. 


Both East and West Germany, 
he said, have long been function- 
ing separately as sovereign states. 
He said that normally such states 
had a right to control movements 
across their borders ‘‘whether it 
was justifiable or not." 


REDS MEMORANDUM 


The prime minister, who was 
speaking in Parliament, read a 
long memorandum, presumably 
prepared by his Foreign Ministry. 
It cited East-West protocols, com- 
muniques and other accords on 
Germany since 1944. 


Nehru initerpreted these docu- 
ments as showing that the West- 
ern powers got access to West 
Berlin in 1945 not as a right but 
as a concession from the Rus- 
sians. He said the right of access 
was not the same as a right of 
occupation. 


He concluded, however, that 
both the legal and the practical 
aspects of the German problems 
were ‘‘confused.”’ 


ENDS DEBATE 


The Prime Minister's remarks 
came at the end of a foreign pol- 
icy debate that he opened Tues- 
day in the upper house. It was 
his fourth speech on international 
affairs in eight days and probably 
his last before he leaves late next 
week to attend the conferences in 
Belgrade, Yugoslavia, of heads of 
nonaligned governments. He will 
go from Belgrade to Mosiow. 


If his comments implied criti- 
cism of the United States stand on 
Berlin, Nehru tempered them 
with expressions of greater cor- 
diality toward Washington than he 
had voiced previously for years. 
He described the Kennedy ad- 
ministration as ‘“‘more friendly 
than any government they (the 
U.S.) have had in the last 10 
years."” He said it was ‘“‘quite 
clear’ that they are friendly to 
India.” 


Much of what Nehru said about 
Berlin and the two Germanys 
was a repetition of earlier state- 
ments. But he had apparently 
had his aides do _ considerable 
homework since Tuesday. 


RIGHT NOT AUTOMATIC 


The prime minister said that 
while the Western presence in 
Berlin was based on a September, 
1944, protocol, the protocol did 
not provide an automatic right of 
access to the city. He said this 
right was secured by the Western 
powers as a verbal concession 
from the Soviet Union in June, 
1945. 


Then he cited a June, 199, 
communique issued at the end of 
a conference of the foreign min- 
isters of the United States, Brit- 
ain, France and the Soviet Union. 
He said this recognized the ad- 
ministrative division of Berlin 
and modified the joint occupation 
status. 


It referred to a continuation of 
the freedom of movement be- 
tween East and West Berlin, 
Nehru contended, but did not as- 
sert the right of access. He said 
it merely mentioned an obligation 
of each occupation authority to 
ensure freedom of transport and 
communication within its own 
zone. 


Nehru reiterated his comment 
of Tuesday that the big powers 
should negotiate peacefully on 
Germany rather than “move 
about troops’ and make other 
military preparations. He also 
warned that “any attempt” 
to change the Oder-Neisse line— 
the frontier between Germany 
and Poland—‘‘will lead to war.”

In a telephone interview 
Tuesday, he made it pretty clear 
that the job still is too big in 
Middle Georgia, probably the most 
solidly Democratic area in the 
nation. 

Wood is having to run under 
special circumstances created by 
the fact that a contempt of court 
citation still hangs over him, and 
will not be decided until the 
U.S. Supreme Court opens its 
fall hearings in October. 
CONTEMPT CITATION 

He was found guilty of con- 
tempt in Bibb Superior Court 
after he criticized Judge Oscar L. 
Long for charging the Bibb Grand 
Jury to investigate Negro block 
voting. He was sentenced to 20 
days in jail and a $400 fine. 
The Georgia Court of Appeals 
and Georgia Supreme Court re- 
fused to upset the ruling, but 
Wood carried it to the highest 
federal court and was granted a 
Stay of the sentence until the fall 
_term by Justice Hugo Black.

BROOKS PROGRESSING 


Young’s response was good 
for two reasons: First, there 
are progressive counties which 
should be recognized, and sec- 
ond, he sent along the proof 
that his native county, Brooks, 
is progressing. 


Brooks, down on the south 
Georgia line, is no powerhouse 
economically, but as Young 
said, the people ‘‘are not always 
running to the state or federal 
government every time they 
have a hard wind or heavy 
rain.” 


The county just finished, at a 
cost of only $17,500, a complete 
tax revaluation program. More 
than 1,000 acres of land which 
never had been returned’ for 
taxes was “found’’ and put on 
the books. 


VALUATIONS RAISED 
Valuations were raised from 


$5.7 million to $11.2 million. anc 


the tax levy was cut almost a 
third when fajrer values were 
assigned the property. 


Instead of paying over 46.5 
mills, the Brooks residents now 
will pay only 35 mills for all 
purposes. And yet both the 
county and its schools will have 
a more reasonable operating 
base. 


The Quitman 
summed it up: 


Free Press 


“The people did not want the 
school system to sink into chaos 
or to become inoperable. They 
apparently accepted the _in- 
creased valuation and took their 
ehances on an increase or re- 
duction in actual taxes, for the 
sake of the children and their 
educational future.’’ 


Brooks County decided it 
wanted the revaluation program 
conducted by homefolks, rather 
than outsiders. There can be 
arguments over which is the 
best way.

Talk Over 
‘Bizerte. 
British Ask

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—Brit- 
ain joined the United States 
Wednesday in calling for immedi- 
ate talks between France and 


Tunisia to settle the dispute over 
the French-held Bizerte naval and 
air base. 


Colin T. Crowe, the British 
spokesman, appealed to a special 
session of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly to create a climate 
that would permit the talks to 
take place. 


But with strong encouragement 
from the Soviet bloc, the nations 
of Africa and Asia, including Tu- 
nisia, showed themselves little 
disposed to be conciliatory toward 
France or to drop their charges 
of aggression. 

CAMPAIGN UNABATED 


The Communist campaign to 
link the U.S., Britain and other 
Atlantic allies of France as im- 
perialist enemies of newly inde- 
pendent nations continued un- 
abated. 


This campaign brought a charge 
from Crowe that “‘it.is only too 
clear that some members of the 
United Nations do not sincerely 
wish to see a successful negotia- 
tion between the two parties.’’ He 
pointed specifically to a speech 
Monday by Platon D. Morozov, 
in which the Soviet delegate had 
attacked the worldwide system 
of Western bases as menaces to 
peace and to the nations on 
which the bases are situated. 


Crowe, as Adlai E. Stevenson, 
the U.S. representative, had done 
Tuesday, was careful not to take 
sides and dwelt more on the pres- 
ent and the future than on the 
bloody fighting that erupted last 
month in Bizerte when Tunisians 
surrounded the base to enforce 
Tunisia’s demands for an agree- 
ment on evacuation.

In some cases in which the 
tumor did not disappear, Dr. 
Hood said, it was reduced 
enough in size to be removed by 
surgery. 


DESTROYS VITAMIN 


And in some cases in which the 
tumor disappeared and then be- 
gan to grow again, further treat- 
ment by infusion was given and 
the cancer died away again. 


Infusion has been used against 
cancers of the head and neck and 
some pelvic cancers, including 
those of the cervix. 


He said infusion of other body 
areas is under development. 


The drug used is amethopterin 
(Methotrexate). 


It destroys the vitamin—folic 
acid—without which cancer. cells 
die. 

PUMPED INTO ARTERY 

The drug is pumped directly 
into the artery that supplies the 
cancer with blood so that con- 
centration is highest in the tumor 
area. 


The antidote—citrovorum fac- 
tor—is injected into the patient's 
muscles several times a day to 
protect the rest of the body from 
the amethopterin that escapes 
from the cancerous area. 


Treatment is continuous over 
periods as long as three weeks, 
Dr. Hood said. 


And to make sure the amethop- 
terin will go directly into the 
tumor, the physicians test the 
blood supply to the cancer by an 
ingenious new means, he re- 
ported. 


DYE SPOTS CANCER 

A dye is pumped into the artery 
believed to be supplying the can- 
cer. If the artery is the right 
ene, the tumor will “light up” 
when ultra-violet light is focused 
on it. 

Dr. Robert D. Sullivan of the 
Manhattan (N.Y.) VA _ Hospital, 
in cooperation with Dr. Mar- 
guerite P. Sykes of the Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer 
Research, and others have pio- 
neered in the introduction and 
development of this technique.

Mrs. Biggers. who has a large 
family of her own to protect, 
thinks mothers must take the 
initiative in this vital field. 


“And most of us have an ex- 
aggerated idea about how com- 
plicated it is,”’ she says. 


A fallout shelter is much sim- 
plier than a bomb shelter, she 
reminds. 


“A blast-proof shelter would 
have to be dug deeply in the 
ground,’’ she reminds. ‘‘Where- 
as a fallout shelter can be built 
in any well protected part of 
the house, ideally the base- 
ment.”’ 


PROTECTION 


It protects against radiation, 
she reminds. 


The simplest new version is 
a small room — about nine by 
12 — with side walls and roof 
constructed of concrete blocks, 
in the basement. It has no win- 
dows or doors, but a baffle en- 
trance to deflect radiation. 


Exact plans are available 
from the Civil Defense head- 
quarters. And many builders 
are incorporating shelters § in 
new homes.

Add a few frills and comforts 
and vou have an extra family 
room. 


“Cover the supply cabinet 
with draw draperies. Throw a 
bright cover on the day bed.

SIMPLER

aid materials to get you through 
the emergency.

Germany

WASHINGTON — The United 
States will shift from European 
to domestic producers for the 
coal and coke it needs to supply 
its forces in Western Germany. 


The shift may cost as much as 
25 per cent more than is now 
beihg paid to coal producers in 
the Saar basin of Germany and 
other European areas. 


A White House announcement 
said the action was ordered for 
two reasons. One was to improve 
the United States balance of pay- 
ments. 


The other was “to assist 
American industry and benefit 
the economies of some of the 
labor-surplus areas.”’ 


Most of the 440,000 metric tons 
of anthracite coal and coke still 
needed in the year ending June 
30, 1962, will be sought from 
labor surplus areas of Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Maryland, 
Virginia, Alabama, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma.

WASHINGTON—The State department served notice on the world 
Wednesday that a new Soviet rejection of the nuclear test-ban treaty 
‘would invite the resumption of nuclear tests.” 


In a lengthy document produced 
for the benefit of world public 
opinion, the department recalled 
that since 1958, the United States 
has been foregoing nuclear weap- 
ons testing without assurance that 
the Soviet Union was doing like- 
wise. 

“No nation determined to pro- 
tect the freedom of its people 
can accept this risk indefinitely,” 
it said.

Confidence is one commodity which makes Lynch a hit. 


A reporter recently asked him if he considered himself the 
National League's finest pinch hitter. ‘‘What,’’ yelped Lynch. “I’m 
not only the league’s best pinch hitter, I’m the best hitter now that 
Stan Musial has gone back.”’ 


Lynch, something of a character, has his pet philosophy of the 
fine art of pinch swinging. 


“I look at it this way,”’ said Lynch. “The good pinch hitter is the 
guy who can relax enough to get the pitch he can hit. Old-timers 
will tell you that every hitter gets one pitch to hit. So you have to 
have the patience to wait and then you've got to be able to handle 
the pitch when you get it.” 


One of Lynch’s pet peeves is taking a called third strike. 
“That’s a pinch hitter’s most embarrassing moment,”’ he says 
with a grin. “If I do that very often, I’ll find myself riding a 
bus back in the minors. When manager Fred Hutchinson sends 
me up there to hit, he wants me swinging.” 


Philley and Lynch are the most notorious of the pinch hitters; 
there are other hitters-in-waiting just as capable.

For dramaties, New York's Jehn Blanchard delivered the sea- 
eon's clutch pinch hits. Back in July, he wafted a bases-loaded, two- 
out, ninth-inning homer to beat the Boston Red Sox, 11-8, and re- 
turned the very next afternoon with two out in the ninth and deliv- 
ered another home run to tie the game. The Yankees went on to 
win, 3-2, 

Los Angeles, before its current eight-game losing streak, had 
won a handful of games on the responsiveness of pinch hitters. Huge 
Frank Howard bashed a two-out, ninth inning homer fo tie Cincinnati 
and the Dodgers won later, 8-7. On the same road trip, Duke Snider 
and Ron Fairly got ninth-inning singles to beat Pittsburgh, 4-3. 


Julio Becquer, shuffled about by the Washington Senators and 
finally repurchased by Minnesota, socked a grand-slam homer July 
4 with two out in the last of the ninth to pin the Chicago White Sox, 
7-6. 

There’s a bit of luck involved in this pinch hitting also. 


Detroit’s Bubba Morton is a case in point. With two strikes 
on Dick McAuliffe Saturday, Tiger manager Bob Scheffing dis- 
patched Morton post haste. Morton slapped a single to right 
center on the second pitch for a 3-2 win. 


Sunday, Morton, pinch batting in the eighth, fell away from an 
inside pitch and looped a game-winning two-run single to center 
for a 7-6*win over the apparently pinch jinxed ‘Red Sox. 

Ole Pooch, this writer believes, will be in the major leagues next 
season just because of his pinch hitting faculties. 

Recently, Hartsfield said in a conversation, “There's not a 
pitcher in the major leagues L can't hit.” 

With two more clubs in the National League next season, pinch 
hitters who can deliver will become increasihgly valuable. And that's 
where Hartsfield figures to step in—in the pinch.

The pitcher, Dan McIver, was telling of the intriguing game 
this week, after his team had swept past J. T. Tull Co. in two 
straight games for the city championship. 


“Now,” said Mclver, the team’s leading batter with a .600 
average, ‘‘don’t go overboard on those averages. The object of the 


game is to hit the ball. 


“For instance, during the season I walked only four men and 
struck out just three—two of ‘em on called strikes. 


“‘My best pitch? Well, I throw a knuckleball and try to keep it 
high in the strike zone. This makes the batters pop up. The rules 
of the game say that the pitch must come in an arc at least two 
and one-half feet, no taller than 10 feet. 


“I’ve found that I’ve been helped by my bowling. The follow- 
through in slowpitch pitching is similar to the bowling follow- 


through, with the palm upward.” 


There are certain quaint rules that set slowpitch softball aside. 
Base stealing isn't allowed, bunting is unheard of, the foot must 
be kept on the base until the softball orosses the plate and the ball 
isn't passed around after every out. The latter innovation contrib- 
uted muchly in Mclver's 4-0 win over J. M. Tull to open the cham- 
pionship series—it took only 36 minutes to play the game. 


Additionally, there are 10 men on a team. The added player is 
called the shortfielder and plays either to the left or right of second, 


depending on whether the batter 


is a left-hander or right-hander. 


“To get a hit,” continued Mcliver, “‘you have to punch the ball 
where that shortfielder isn’t or chop the ball down the lines. Our 


squad has some good hitters.”

FRENCH NAMES 


The French and Belgians have 
a great passion for pears. This 
. passion accounts for the fact 
that of the world’s 3,000 pear 
varieties, many of the choicest 
bear French or Belgian names: 
Beurre D’Anjou, Beurre Hardy, 
Beurre Bosc, Easter Beurre, 
Comice, Nelis and others. 


“Beurre’ means ‘“‘butter,’’ 
which gives us a fine idea of 
the melting smoothness of this 
fruit as brought to perfection 
by these food-loving nations. 


Pear-growing was a_ gentle- 
man’s hobby in France in the 
late 18th and early 19th Cen- 
turies and its successes were

celebrated in song and verse. 

But the French and Belgians 
weren't the only ones who loved 
and cultivated the queen of 
fruits. The giant in American 
pear orchards today—the ‘‘Bart- 
lett’’—was origindted in Eng- 
land, in 1770, by a John Stair. 


STAIR’S PEAR 


In England, this pear is still 
referred to as ‘‘Stair’s Pear.” 
Later, in London, a nurseryman 
named Williams gave it his 
name. To this day, any Bart- 
letts which come to our shores 
from South American orchards 
are called ‘‘Williams.”’ 


“The ‘‘Williams’’ was brought 
to America in 1798, planted in 
Duxbury, Mass., and by 1817 its 
real name was forgotten. 


That year, when Enoch Bart- 
lett bought the orchard and 
found this superb, but unknown, 
pear he gave it the name by 
which we ask for it at produce 
counters today.

Rome in the summer is an en ices, creams and gelatos 


old, hot story — a bubbling 
inferno of furious, heartless 
heat. But combining to combat 
the raw Roman sun, there are 
a thousand airy fantasies of 
water and stone, of living trees 
and sculptured columns that 
catch and cool the light. 


The Roman enthusiasm for 
water has resulted in such a 
generosity of it that much of 
the magnificence of the city is 
seen through a watery veil. 
Across the cruel face of the sun 
there is a constant, cooling fall 
of water. 


Long, deep vistas of sea foam 
and azure unfoki to the eye as 
the water tumbles down from 
aqueducts and fountains and 
pauses from its rush in beau- 
tiful pools and basins — peopled 
with playful nymphs and dol- 
phins and ancient sea gods 
worked in bronze. 


ROW UPON ROW 

Look up, and the burning sun 
is shadowed by soaring pines 
and cypress.

Gelato is a simple freeze of 
flavored milk and gelatine, 
much like our own soft ice 
cream. In the scorched streets, 
it is sold in a twist of paper 
and eaten as a cone.

In the serenity of the Roman 
home or villa, the gelato is 
swirled into slender crystal gob- 
lets set on stems so delicate 
they seem to disappear and 
eoten with silvery, crested 
spoons. 


This version of Italian Gelato 
will be received with cheers and 
bravos however and wherever 
it is served during summer 
days and evenings. A special 
bravissimo is in order for the 
flavor — chocolate, of course— 
and for the fact that, unlike the 
Italian original, this gelato is 
slimming, thinning and trim- 
ming.
